No decision was reached.on 
whether the meetings should be 
continued on a regular basis, 
but those present agreed to 
meet again next month to hear 
a presentation by Dr. Stanley 
Jackson on the question of new 
school buildings for the area.

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A Hard Look at Our Neighborhood 


DO WE HAVE TO BE UGLY? 


A Greek poet Alcaeus in the 6th century B.C. had a 
keen eye for beauty and wrote of the pleasures of 
urban life. Foggy Bottom dwellers also enjoy the 
pleasures of urban life and are asking themselves, 
"Do we want to improve our environment or let it 
keep getting more garish and sordid?" 


Under the leadership of President and Mrs. Johnson 
the creation of beauty in our cities and countryside 
has become a new national goal for the American 
people. Part of our national purpose must now be, 
as Mrs. Johnson has put it, ''to restore beauty in 
our daily lives." 


A city is as beautiful as the citizens are aware of 
their responsibility to try to keep order and beauty. 
It requires individual dedication, devotion and con- 
cern for the total environment. This means not 
leaving your garbage cans out in an area where your 
back door is your neighbor's front door. It means 
wondering why GWU frat houses litter their lawns 
with the ubiquitous beer can. It means not seeding 
the sidewalks with candy wrappers and the like. 
Perhaps street furniture should include large ash 
trays along with better looking light poles, benches 
and trash receptacles. 


What has happened to our sensitivity? Make a vis- 
ual survey of the community. What do we see? A 
vacant storefront that is an eyesore; a large parking 
lot--another eyesore; a park that needs perking up; 
and that overhead wire strung up in the GW Hospital 
parking lot. (Part of the beauty of Washington is the 
lack of these overhead wires. ) 


What can we do? The Superintendent of the Sanita- 
tion Department, Mr. William F. Roeder, in re- 
sponse to citizen complaints, has a plan for helping 
neighborhood groups planning cleanup campaigns. 
How about Foggy Bottom residents getting together 
some weekend to pick up the trash on that parking 
lot at 24th and Pennsylvania? We could also contact 
Joe Brown, Superintendent, North National Capital 
Parks, for help in what can be done about the park 
at 25th and Pennsylvania. What about that triangle 
at New Hampshire, Eye and 24th? It is a dull spot. 


President and Mrs. Johnson can't do it all. We 
must do our part to rid our community of ugliness 
and restore beauty. The First Lady's Committee 
for a More Beautiful National Capital is encouraging 
local citizens to take part in the beautification of 
their city. Awards will be presented by June 15, 
1966, in three categories: public, commercial and 
neighborhood areas.
